An announcement has been made 
by Colonel Ned M. Green, prohib- 
ition administrator, that federal 
prohibition agents, who enter 
homes without a search warrant

It has been customary for the ; 

Federal agents to enlist the ser- 
vice of policemen in their efforts 
to Yocate household caches of 
booze. The policeman would enter 
the suspected residence under false 
pretenses, and if liquor was found 
would notify. the Federal agents, 
and a raid would be staged as a 
result. 


Now, according to Green, the 
agents must: develap their own 
cases to the point where they can 
legally ask for a search ‘warrant. 
Unless the agents are certain that 
illegal liquor is stored in large 
quantities, technicalities will pre- 
vent them from seizing it unless 
the owner is known to be a boot- 
lerger.

The Lost Boat In Unfamiliar 
Waters 


If you have ever read any of

WASHIGTON, Jan. 21.—Indica- 
tive of the manner in which think- 
ing men are coming out against 
the World Court is a letter just 
received by one of the Senators 
leading the opposition fight from, 
Judge Nonovan O. McCarthy of 
Olney, Ills., a Republican 
served in the World war. 

“I sincerely hope that you will 
be successful in your fight to 
keep the United States from de- 
stroying her rights and libertis 
by entertaining this scheme which 
was devised by jealous nations of 
the old orld to ensare us,” he 
writes.
